The application has been amended as follows: 
CANCEL CLAIMS 1-16, 20-29, 40-41. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
art alone or in combination that discloses a vaso-occlusive device having a coil and an 
active element that is configured to contract radially without application of mechanical 
force and after being placed in the body to cause the coil to retain its shape. The closest 
art of record Ritchart (US 4,994.069) shows an active element that is capable of 
contracting to cause the coil to retain its shape, but it is not capable of contracting after 
being placed in the body. Other art made of record either expand to cause the coil to 
retain shape or require the use of mechanical force for contraction. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
